would lust give them the $5 I paid for what they 
sent me and chalk it up as a lesson. 
Now they sits I signed a contract. I didn’t; I only 
sent in the $5. Anyway 
how ran they coinu t for 
something I’ve never received? 
When tbev began sending me letters threatening 
to put mt account in the hands of collectors, 1 sent 
them the literature that 1 paid Sa for. And today I 
received a copy ol a “ report to the credit depart­ 
ment'' that th< material was received and would be 
held 30 day s pending receipt ol advice from purcha­ 
ser regarding its disposition. It also -.aid that il I 
didn’t make * payment on my account within Ml 
days, they would start action to collect.—Mrs. J. S. 


As you said you did not sign anything, we ob­ 
tained a copv of the contract the company claimed 
you had signed. It was an order form and did not 
carry your signature, hut had been filled out bv 
typewriter (although the directions specifically said 
it should be done with pen or pencil). 
This order form is a cleverly designed agreement, 
binding a person to an $83 sales contract (for a total 
cost of $88 including the $5 sent with the order 
,1 
he does not return the literature within the specified 
seven days. 
But a person cannot fi!1 out the form without 
knowing that h* is obligating himself for the $83 
program if the material is not returned within seven 
da vs. 
That the company relies on the negligence pro- 
crastmation and indecision of many people to make 
a t»dv profit is apparent in the “ report to credit de­ 
partment" you received. It is a printed iorm letter 
with two choices of action to be checked One dates 
that the plan was returned in good condition, within 
the scven-dav time limit allowed for inspection, and 
a full refund of the $5 deposit is to be paid.
